A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed aa a result of a split in U. S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split 
resulted from a leadership dispute, and the United Klans has 
the same alms and objectives as the parent group. These are 
the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and segregation 
of the races • 

The first source and second source advised in July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The merged organization established headquarters 
In, Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The 
organization is directed by ROBERT SKELTON, Imperial Wizard, 
and Is the dominant Klan group in the South with units in 
several southern states. 

On August l4, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, IQiights of 
the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be knoim in the future 
as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The second source said the name was changed by a resolution 
adopted at the National Klonvocatlon held July 8, 196I, at 
Indian Springs, Georgia. 

The second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 196I, a majority of the 
klavems of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
merged with the United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan.

On May 8, 1962, a source advised that during the 
summer of 1960 a group of Muslims organized a Temple of 
Islam In Charlotte » North Carolina. 

On May 21, 1964 ^ a second source advised that the 
Charlotte Temple of Islam was then referred to as Muhammad^s 
Mosque Number 36. 

This second source stated on May 6, 1966, that all 
meetings and activities of this Mosque are directly related 
to and follow the teachings of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD of Chicago, 
Illinois, the world leader of the Nation of Islam.

MAT I ON OF ISLAM 

Id January, 1957 » a source advised that Elijah Muhammad 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam'' and ''Muhammad's Temples of Islam," 

On April 29, 1966, a second source advised that Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NCI); 
Muhammad *s Temple of Islac No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and 
in mid-1960 Muhammad and ot'i^er NCI officials, when referring to 
Muhammad's organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using 
either '*Mosque" or 'Temple" when mentioning one of '^Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit ^ Michigan. Muhamitad claims to have 
been selected by Allah, The Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery m the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MuhaniMd's teachings and his interpretation 
of the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that 
the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to 
as "white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approacning *'War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI» including 
Muhammad t have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared th^t members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958 » the first source advised that Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his pv=^rsonal state* 
ments and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles 
of his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States Government; hoi^ever, he did not indicate any funds-* 
mental changes in the teachlng&p of his organization^ 

On May 2, 1966, a third source advised that Muhammad had» 
early in July^ 1958 ^ decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects 
of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to 
be derived by those Negroes who Joined the NOI. This policy change, 
according to Muhammad, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest in his programs.

On September 20, 1966, a confidential source, who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Stanley Levison was in contact with Rachel (Rachel DuBols, I 
representative of Project Dialogue, SCLC) on that date. ^ 

They discussed a foundation ^Ich is being set up 
or was recently for-^ed by the SCLC and in that regard, 
Levison said he was going to Chicago on Monday, September 
1966, to handle legal papers concerning the foundation, 
said he would be there from honday through Wednesday. 



Levison and Rachel also discussed two articles 
which vrere reported in "The llev York Tiices" on Seotember 1 
20, 1966, dealing with the civil rights tovement-* 




Levison said the articles were a disgrace because 
they quoted certain people as saying the liberal support for y 
the civil rights movement was decreasing due to their dls- ^ 
enchantment with the recent riots. One of the people with 
whom Levison disagreed was one Rabbi Sigmond (Phonetic). 
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In ctolni; so, Levison said the Rabbi had absolutely no 
knowledge concerning the civil rights movement. Levisc^ 
said he felt "they" were witnessing a propaganda driv* 
to drive away white liberals from the civil rights 
movement • 

The same source also furnished information on 
September 21, 1966, which indicated a contact between Stanley 
Levison and ^lartin Luther King, President of the SCLC, on 
that date^ Their conversation, according to the source, 
concerned financial natters relating to the ECLC. In that 
regard, they considered ways to increase their efforts in ^ 
fund raising activities such as benefits ^tnd freedoii: rallle^T^ 

Levison maintained that CORE (The Congress of Racial 
Equality) had formerly attracted many performers to benefits, 
but were now unable to attract them, and recommended that the 
SCLC nove into this area to pick up the "sure-fire money" that 
is available. King said the SCLC should seek the services of 
one person to concentrate in the fund-rhlsing area, outside oj 
mailines, and give him the authority to coordinate benefits, 
freedom rallies as well as to find a way to get to the Negro 
corinunlty to raise money* King said he still "feels the money 
Is there and it's just that ;ve have not •TOblllzed to get it*" 
Levison agreed and pointed out that he had been told by a 
fund-raiser for the Legal Defense Furid , which has a highly P^^id 
professional staff, that they have been able to build up over O 
the years in Chicago, contributions from Ifegroes of .70,000, 
including 17 pledges of -1,000 per year. 

Levison said In order to put some "flesh and blood" 
into the foundation, he v/as going to Chicr^c on Tuesday, 
SepteL:ber 27, 1966, to see Chauncey (Cha^oncey Eskridge, Chicago 
attorney). Levison said Chauncey has a fund-raiser named ^ 
Feldstein (Phonetic) \Aio wants to discuss doing the job for thB^

foundation* Levison told King nothing could be lost by 
discussing with Feldstein a professional arrangement whereby 
he could approach foundations with his remuneration to be 
based on a reasonable contingent basis. Levison told King^^ 
that he thought they (SCLC) should get '*that foundation" 
formalized (the Chicago one). >^ 

King Inquired if Levison had heard anything about 
yesterday's meeting concerning Congressman Adam Clajrton Powell 
(a meeting of Negro leaders in New York City, who oppose 
Powell ^s removal as Chairman of the House Committee on Education 
and Labor). Levison said he read in last night *s paper that 
Powell was going to conpror^ise with those who want to strip him 
of his position. King said he had not yet issued a statement oxxi 
the Powell matter. Levison advised him to sit it out if at all^ 
possible. 

Their conference ended on a note that King would not^ 
be in Chicago until Thursday of next week, thereby pre vent In^^ 
him from seeing Levison.

FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS THE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL ?r.RTY 

In his book "This Time The World, copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified ni.nself as Commander .Aireric an 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Social- 
ists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington Virginia. 

The April 4,1963. issue of 'The Richmond News Leader/* 
Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day. again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the St?,te of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission, This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of ''Nazi'' or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that ROCKWELL'S Party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party* 

On August 14, 1964; a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at hxs residence 
In Arlington^ Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist*' movement based on the Gerr.an \j2i Party 
headed by ADOLF HITLER. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; tnat he is espousing a *'line 
of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he i? seeking ^ 
through speeches > distribution of literature and picketing, to 
establish a cohesive and dominant political party in the United 
States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stcrmtrooner s Manual/' an official 
publication of the ANP^ the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first ''to irake ourselves known to the masses'*: 
second^ *'the dissemination of our program and truth about thc- 
Party"; third, '"organizing the people wljo have been convert^.'! 
to our propaganda*'; and fcurtb; ' the attainitcnt of pownir th* 
the votes of the newly-won uiasses*'' 

On September 16» tlie source advised that GBDRGL 

LINCOLN ROCKWELL believes he has completed the first three phases 
in his struggle for power and is row into the xcurlh stage, ;.o 
wit r the "attainment of pov-er throc^^n t.ic vo,.es of the newJy-won 
masses." The source stated ROCKV/ELL believes this because of his 
success in gaining a place on the ticket in the November , 1905, 
gubernatorial election in the £tate ol Virginia.

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the United 
Ibite Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held in Knoxvillet 
Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article in the November 26, 
1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont/' a newspaper of Greenville, 
North Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new political 
party, to be known as the United White Party. According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting in 
Snox villa, Tennessee, at which many Klansmen were represented . 
The UWP was reported as being opposed to all 'race mixing organi- 
zations and individuals,** 

The July, 1958, issue of *The Thunderbolt/' self- 
described as the ^'official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party*' (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file ^'States Righters" had merged with the UWP under '*the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices at 
Post Office Box 261, Jef fersonvllle, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of Klan-type organizations and notorious 
anti-Semites. 

Issue No. 19, dated June, 1960, of 'The Thunderbolt*' 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jef fersonvllle, Indiana, to Post Office Box 783, 
Birmingham, Alabama • 

Issue No. 69, dated July, 1965, of 'The Thunderbolt** 
announced the address of the new headquarters of the NSRP as 
Post Office Box 184, Augusta, Georgia.

In elaborating on the break-down of the SCIC, King 
said they have four divisions: Hosea T'^llllams is the Southern 
Projects Director; Everol (Phonetic) is the Northern Projects 
Director; there is an Organizational Programs Division, which 
includes citizenship education^ the affiliates, the departments, 
Operation Birdbath , Operation Dialog, Economic Affairs, all 
of T^lch are headed by Dorothy Cotton; and finally, Junius

King said the SCLC also has a steering committee 
ccrnposed of seven people and the four division heads* This 
body, according to him, meets every Monday at 10:00 am to hand^le 
administrative matters.

King answered affirmatively, commenting, however, that the press 
was keeping it alive and representing it to be more than it is. j 

Levlson told about a recent converd££lonClarence Jones 
had with Stokely Carmlchael and as a result, Jones concluded 
that Carmichael v/as a very dangerous man« In fact^ Jones, 
Levlson added, described him as a black nationalist • King was 
of the opinion that Carmichael would serve a prison sentence 
AS a consequence of the riot. He added that he did not agree 
with the charge of having incited a riot and in line with 
American jurisprudence he would say he Is Innocent until he 
Is proven guilty. And in planning what he would say during 
a press conference that night. King said he should say just 
that If asked about Carmichael^ King said he thought he could 
get away with such an answer for the time being but that 
Carmichael would eventually seek his support. Levlson said 
If Carmichasl should be convicted of Inciting a riot, they 
would have to blame those forces which compelled the riot. >^

On May 8, 1962, a source advised that during the 
summer of 1960 a group of Muslims organized a Temple of 
Islam in Charlotte « North Carolina. 

On May 21, 1964 t a second source advised that the 
Charlotte Temple of Islam was then referred to as Muhammad^s 
Mosque Number 36. 

This second source stated on May 6, 1966, that all 
meetings and activities of this Mosque are directly related 
to and follow the teachings of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD of Chicago, 
Illinois, the world leader of the Nation of Islam.

MATIOH OF ISIAM 

In January 9 1957 ^ a source advised that Elijah Muhamnad 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
''Nation of Islam'' and '*Muhammad*s Temples of Islam.'* 

On April 29, 1968, a second source advised that Elijah 
Muhammad is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI): 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and 
in mid-^1960 Muhammad and otner NOI officials, when referring to 
Muhammad's organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using 
either ''Mosque'' or "Temple*' when mentioning one of "Muhammad's 
Temples of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so*called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following Muhammad's teachings and his interpretation 
of the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that 
the so**called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to 
as "white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approacning **War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
Muhammad, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1958, the first source advised that Muhammad 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal state- 
ments and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles 
of his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States Government; however, he did not indicate any funds* 
mental changes in the teaching^ of his organization. 

On May 2, 1966, a third source advised that Muhammad had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-^emphasize the religious aspects 
of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to 
be derived by those Negroes who Joined the NOI c This policy change^ 
according to Muhammad, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest in his programs.

The following information was supplied by a 
confidential source of this Bureau who has furnished reliable 
information in the past* 

Martin Luther King, Jr«, President, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, on September 6, 1966, 
conferred with several individuals including his principal ^ 
advisors 9 Stanley Levison, Lawrence Roddick, Harry Wachtel^ 
Bayard Bustin^ and Clarence Jones. 

The purpose of the discussion was to consider an 
open letter Rustin had prepared over King*s signature for 
distribution to Negro youth. The letter implored Negroes^ 
to adhere to nonviolent practices to gain equality. King^" 
commented the letter should be aimed at white people as ^ 
well, otherwise he would be called an *^ncle Tom." 

Levison disagreed with a statement in the letter 
which pointed out that King on September 5, 1966, had 
wired President Johnson and urged be provide funds for poor 
school children and to create public works for youth needing 
meaningful enployment. Levison said President Johnson had 
been asked "ninety times" for Jobs but nothing had come of 
it. Therefore, the time had come when King should threaten 
President Johnson that if no action is forthcoming by O 
Kay, 1967, a march on Washington would be organized. . 

Participants were unable to agree on a final ^ 
draft of the letter. Rustin stated he would put the ys^ 
finishing touches on the letter for King's approval whcji^
